• Thte was due partly to the fact that 


he was the son of the wife of his first 
love and tlie son of his old age, but 
mainly beta one of the superior qual- 
ities which Joseph possessed.

• Thte was due partly to the fact that 


he was the son of the wife of his first 
love and tlie son of his old age, but 
mainly beta one of the superior qual- 
ities which Joseph possessed.
